The bill has been 
heard by the Assembly Com- 

', mittee on Governmental Effi­ 
ciency and Economy, and was 
sent to the floor with a recom- 

'mendation for passage. It has 
,been re-referred to the Ways 
' and Means Committee for con­ 
sideration of the cost factors 
involved.

' The bill would expand the 
i existing law which prohibits 
1 discrimination on account of 
'race, color, religion, national 
>rigin. or ancestry in connec­ 
tion with any housing assisted 
by public financing, to all 

' kinds of housing, including all 
privately owned housing, ex- 

i cept single-unit dwellings by 
owners as residences. The 
typej of acts prohibited re­ 
main the same: it is unlawful 

' to refuse to sell or rent hous- 
  ing to persons of a minority 
[group: to discriminate against 
them in the terms or condi
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public housing. The proced 
ures it could follow are spelled 
out in the bill, and contain 
provision for obtaining court 
action to prevent disposal or 
rental of housing under Com­ 
mission investigation. Viola­ 
tions of the act would be mis­ 
demeanors punishable by fine 
or county jail sentence.

Proponents of the bill main­ 
tain that its enactment is ne­ 
cessary to prevent discrimina­ 
tion in housing which forces 
many people to live under sub­ 
standard, unhealthful. unsani­ 
tary', and crowded conditions. 
Such conditions, they state, 
have caused increased rates of 
crime, disease, fire, and juve­ 
nile delinquency. Therefore 
such discrimination is contrary 
to the health and welfare of 
the people of California.

OPPONENTS OF the pro­ 
posed law say that its enact­ 
ment would not end discrimi­ 
nation in housing, but would 
drive the practice under­ 
ground. They maintain that it 
would result in further whit­ 
tling away of the principle of 
private property, and added 
restrictions on owners' free­ 
dom of use. They argue that it 
would have an adverse affect 
on the real estate market, and 
therefore on the whole eco­ 
nomic fabric of the state. They 
declare that to give arbitrary 
powers of enforcement to an 
administrative agency could 
lead to harassment of citizens. 
Education, they assert, is the 
only effective solution to prob­ 
lems of discrimination in any 
field.
